Tree Growth Tax Law 

When the Tree Growth Tax was 
enacted in the early 1970's, it was 
designed to provide local ASSeS- 
sors with an easy method of val- 
uing land based on its productive 
worth, It also promoted conser- 
yation of the land by impos: 
ing severe penalties for withdraw- 
ing one's land from the program, 
Theoretically, this would discou- 
rage anyone from using the Tree 
Growth Program merely as a tem- 
porary tax dodge for property 
‘which they really wanted to utilize 
or develop in another mantier. 

A few years after the Program 
was in plate, the Legislature pass- 
ed a measure avhich required uni- 
form assessing and 100% valua- 
tion of property. The result was 
that landowziers all over the state 
requested that their property be 
ilagsified under the Tree Growth © 
Tax Law classification (which re- 
places property taxes), Becduse. 
the Law did not clearly provide 
specific guidelines for eligibility, 
many local assessors let all typés 
of landowners (nvho «were simply 
seeking tax. relief) get into the 

Program, In: addition, lavidowners 
and assessors alike were offen 
unaware or uninfonmed of the stiff 
pénalties involved when a. Tand- 
ownér triéd to wemiove his land 
from Tree Growth. 

To resolve this problem,. the 
Legislature in I98f tightened up 
‘eligibility requirements in an at- 
tempt: to limit Tree Growth to 
those landowners truly seeking the 
production of commercial quality 
timber, The new law, however, 
did not explain what would happen 
to those landowners who ‘were al- 
ready in the Program but might 
not ‘qualify in 1982. The Attérney 
General detertnined that ary par- 
eels: of land that could not quali- 
fy in 1982 for cotitiiued Trea 
Growth lissification would be 
considered withdrawn and there- 
fore subject to the penalty provi- 
sions Of the law. 


In an ‘attempt to arrive at a 
more desirable solution, I sponsor- 
ed a bill this Session avhich would 
make certain that landowners who 
had been properly ising their 
lands to grow trees would not be 
prohibited: fom continiied: classifi- 
ation in 1982 due to circumstances 
beyond their control, such as lo- 

cal ordinances, deed restrictions 
and other factors. The bill also 
required that assessors. give all 
landowners adequate notification 
of their obligations, under the new- 
Jy amended. law and extra time 
to comply with the law,

To remedy that problem, cer-
